Under this arrangonent, it is thought that Ilinister of Jar General 
Zenon Horiega would also resign his present post, and become a candidate for 
vice-president. Odria hones to be able to avoid having to leave the rovern- 
sient in any hands othor than irtola's, If forced to make another choice, he 
would prefer Admiral Roque Saldias, ifinister of the ‘avy. Saldias is thought 
to be too 111 and tired to be willing to take over even tenporaerily, however. 


2. “‘aldias is nou siding with Odria acainst uorlega, and in cabinet meetings has 
found more points of agreement in Odria's views than in those of woriega. 
valdias also believes that Uoriesa would turn apainst Odria if the monent seened 
propitious. ‘aldias has tried again to resign from tho cabinet because of ill 
health. Odria has, however, persuaded the ‘avy Vinister to stay in office, and 
has told Saldias that he need perform no other function than to attend junta 
meetings, where he acta as a stabilizing foree. 


3. Odria is reported to feel that he has no serious organized legsl opposition, 
with the possible exception of Dr. Jose Cuesada. Tie apparently thinks that 
tho .anuel Prado forces are placated for the present. what Gdria docs fear, 
however, is a revolutionary move to unseat hin.
